NAVAJO TRIBAL COUNCIL EDUCATION COMMITTEE 
VISITS SCHOOLS ATTENDED BY NAVAJO STUDENTS 
During the past two weeks, the Navajo Tribal Council's 
Education Committee visited school facilities operated by 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs' Navajo Agency which serve 
Navajo students. These visits to schools and bordertown 
dormitories are the first phase of a school visitation pro¬ 


gram. This program was designed to take Committee 
members to all schools serving Navajo pupils. This pro¬ 
gram was planned by the Committee. It was approved by 
the Navajo Tribal Council Chairman, Paul Jones. It is a 
cooperative effort between the Agency Officials and 
Tribal organization. 

The Education Committee was appointed from the 
membership of the Navajo Tribal Council by the Tribal 
Council Chairman. It is composed of John Perry, Council 
Delegate from Crownpoint, New Mexico; Roger Davis, 
Council Delegate from Indian Wells, Arizona; and Dillon 
Platero, Council Delegate from Canoncito, New Mexico. 
The Committee Chairman is, John Perry. He served in 
the Navajo Tribal Council for 15 years since 1923. Dur¬ 
ing this time, he was also Chief of Police for the Eastern 
Navajo Reservation for 23 years. He is now retired from 
police work. Roger Davis, Committee Member, has served 
in the Tribal Council for 18 years. He is a Presbyterian 
Missionary for the Western Navajo Reservation. Dillon 
Platero, is serving his first term in the Tribal Council. He 
is a graduate of Wingate Vocational High School. While 
at school he served as student council president. He has 
attended the. Universty of New Mexico and New Mexico 
Western College. During the war, Mr. Platero served six 
years in the Navy. Along with his work on the Tribal 
Council, he plans a career in the field of government. 

The schools visited ranged in size from the one-room 
trailer day school at White Cone, Arizona, to the 30-room 
boarding school at Shiprock, New Mexico. At each school, 
the Committee made a complete tour of the facilities. 
This tour included the following: (1) an inspection and 
evaluation of the schools execution of the Tribal Coun¬ 
cil's Clothing Program for needy children; (2) the inte¬ 
gration of the school with the community; (3) health of 
the children; (4) sanitary conditions observed; (5) morale 
and work performance of employees; and (6) condition 
of buildings. Each school was rated on these and other 
items on an "evaluation sheet" designed for Committee 
use in rating schools. In addition, specific suggestions for 
the improvement of a school's operation were listed on 
the evaluation sheet. 

At the end of each visit, school employees and students 
were assembled to hear talks by Committee members. In 
these talks. Committee members praised employee ef¬ 
forts and noted commendable practices used at the school. 
Committee members were generous in their praise of the 
educational progress being made on the Navajo Reser¬ 
vation. As expressed by John Perry, Chairman of the 
Committee, At last, there is the dawn of a new day for 
the Navajo people. The large number of 6-yr. old Nava¬ 
jo beginners observed at each school brings out that the 
Navajo people are aware of the benefits of an education 
and will not fail to see that their children gain them." 

With feeling in his voice, Roger Davis told the students 
at Wingate Vocational High School, "Do not fail to make 
the best of your educational opportunity. Set your aims 
high and pursue them diligently. If I, as a youth, had 
your opportunity, right now I would be a United States 
Senator or the Vice-president of the United States." Mr. 
Davis' remarks were greeted with loud burst of applause. 

Dillon Platero urged more students to consider college 
a basic part of their education rather than "just high 
school. "In this regard, he said, "The United States al¬ 
ways needs competent lawyers, doctors, engineers, teach¬ 
ers and other professional people. Let's be sure that more 
and more Navajo help fulfill this need in the future."

LIQUOR SALE PROHIBITED ON RESERVATION 

Recently in U. S. District Court Claude Lee and J. C. 
Crane were found guilty of possession and sale of in¬ 
toxicating liquor to Indians within Indian country. This 
violated the Federal Law. Their sentence was suspended. 
However, should these men 'break any Federal Law for 
the next nine months the sentence will be enforced. 

In February 1955 Lee and Crane bought the former 
Carson Trading Post about one mile north of St. 
Michaels, Arizona. This post is on fee patent land within 
the boundaries of the Reservation. The land was held by 
a non-Indian when Reservation was extended in 1907. 

Lee and Crane received a license from the state of 
Arizona to dispense beer and wines. They opened the 
Post in April 1955 as a liquor store. They were arresTed 
by Federal Officers of the Navajo Reservation and 
charges were filed.

NAVAJOS TO HELP INDUSTRIES TO AREA 

The Navajo Tribal Council will offer financial as¬ 
sistance to promote industrial development in Northern 
Arizona. This assistance may be in the form of plant 
facilities, employee training, or direct help to operators. 

It is felt that thi saction may become the most im¬ 
portant move ever taken by the Tribal Government. It 
could be the beginning of the transition from pastoral 
to industrial economy. 

The statement of the council is as follows: “Recog¬

Towns where industries may be developed were listed 
as Winslow, Williams, Flagstaff, Arizona; Gallup and 
Farmington, New Mexico.

TRIBAL COUNCIL PASSES RESOLUTION TO 
PREVENT LIQUOR FROM BEING 
TRANSPORTED ON RESERVATION 
The resolution forbids the use of Reservation roads 
for transporting liquor to be resold or bartered on res¬ 
ervation. It was passed by a vote of 69 in tavor and 
none against. 

It is no longer illegal to sell liquor to Indians of the 
reservation. However, it is still a violation of law to sell 
it on the reservation. This resolution serves “to put 
teeth" into the existing law. It also expresses the view of 
the council regarding the liquor problem.

SCHOOL ENROLMENT OF INDIAN CHILDREN REACHES 
ALL TIME HIGH 

An all-time record total of nearly 59,000 Indian child¬ 
ren were enrolled in public schools of the United States 
and Alaska in the school year which ended last June, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Glenn L. Emmons re¬ 
ported recently. 

Public school enrolment accounted for 56.3 percent 
of all Indian children in school as compared with 53.9 
percent the previous year. Federal boarding and day 
schools operated by the Bureau of Indian Affairs accom¬ 
modated 34.1 percent of the total and mission and 
other schools accomodate 9.6 percent. The trend was 
a reflection of the Bureau's continuing emphasis on 
encouraging public school enrollment for Indian children. 

For the first time in recent years the number of*school- 
age Indian children not enrolled in any school dropped 
below 20,000 last June. Of the 19,327 not enrolled at 
that time, 11, 861 were Navajo and 1,281 were Alaska

natives. Since June, however, the number of Navajo 
children out of school has been reduced to less than one 
half of this number through the effectiveness of a special 
Navajo Emergency Education Program. One of the Bu¬ 
reau's prime goals, established by Commissioner Emmons, 
is to see that school facilities are provided at the earliest 
feasible dote for all Indian children who are able to 
attended. 

In the 1954 academic year the Bureau operated 226 
schools in the United States and 89 in Alaska. The total 
enrollment included 35,586 children of school age and 
3,368 who were under 6 or over 1 8. Nearly 80 percent 
of the children enrolled in Federal Indian schools were 
full bloods and only about four percent were less than 
half Indian blood.

Of the 1 00 students who attended about 80 stu¬ 
dents signed up. Subjects offered are meterology, avia¬ 
tion, radio, citizenship, military drill, actual flight orien¬ 
tation and navigation. Annually cadets take part in a 2 
weeks Wing (Arizona Wing) encampment held at Wil¬ 
liams Air Force base. This is paid for by the Air Force. 
This is part of the International Exchange Program in 
which outstanding cadets are selected and exchange visits 
made wth foreign countries. 

The Navajo Camp already has six organized and func¬ 
tioning squardrons. Window Rock Squadron was formed 
first in 1952. Later Kearns Canyon Squadron, Monument 
Valley Squadron, Canyon de Chelley Squadron, Fort 
Defiance Cadet Squadron and Puerco Valley Squadron was 
formed. All squadrons are so organized that they can be 
activated upon an alert from Wing headquarters at 
Tucson, Arizona. Col. C. W. Lawrence is Commander of 
Wing headquarters. 


On Monday and Thursday evenings Navajo students 
can visit the Richfield City Library. They can check 
out a book for two weeks. This is a popular activity 
with these children.

They are in the Special 
Navajo Program at Intermountain.

INDIANS TO BE TRAINED FOR SANITATION WORK 

A total of 30 young Indians are being trained for san¬ 
itation work. It is planned that these people will help im¬ 
prove the health of Alaskan Natives and American 
Indians. 

Students will be given six weeks of intensive training 
in sanitation and hygiene. Then they will be assigned to 
assist Public Health Service sanitary engineers on the 
Indian Reservations. The Arizona State Health Depart¬ 
ment is assisting with this training. 

Dr. James R. Shaw head of Indian Health program 
pointed out the need for such a program. Compared to 
general population Indian people have eight times more 
typoid, 25 times more infectious hepatitis and 22 times 
more dysentery.
